Political "finagling" by the Sierra Madre Water Department 
was the bare charge made Tuesday night by C. A. Vane .after a 
proposal by Councilman Herman Barter that water rates must be 
raised if the Water Department is to have any surplus funds for 
maintenance and renewal of city water mains, Mr. Barter is the 
Council's chairman for water. 

--- -*-♦ Mr, Vane, well known for his 

I vociferous interest in local af¬ 
fairs, rose in rebuttal to Council 
man Barter’s declaration that 
water rates are not high enough 
to cover present operating ex¬ 
penses. Mr. Vane said rates al¬ 
ready were too high, and if the 
i ily wasn't showing a profit it 
was because "half of the proc¬ 
eeds from sale of water are used 
for political purposes in the City 
Hall . . . Under the present 

method of running the Water 
Department, it wouldn’t matter,'' 
said Mr. Vane, “how much I lie 
profits were. Nothing would lie 
left. It would he spent for poli¬ 
tical purposes.” 

Despite the fael that retiring 
Waler Superintendent .1. T. Swan¬ 
son was silling directly behind 
Mr. Vane, neither lie nor any 
member of Hie Council took any 
cognizance of the charges. Mr. 
Vane was assured by the Coun¬ 
cil, however, that a public hear¬ 
ing would he held before chang¬ 
ing the water rates. 

Councilman Barter maid that 
his study of water records in¬ 
dicates that the apparent sub. 
stantial profit reported by the 
Water Department is the re¬ 
sult of bookkeeping. If all 
water costs including interest 
on water bonds, were charged 
to the Water Dept, ho said 
the books would show a net 
loss. 

Mr. Barter cited as an example 
the installation of water meters, 
'which cost the city about $15. 
Charging the user $20 leaves an 
apparent profit, he said, but cosl 
of repaving around the meter is 
icharged to tlie Street Depart¬ 
ment. Monrovia, lie pointed out, 
charges $37.50 for putting in 
meters.

Mr. Vane's remarks were re¬ 
ceived witli somewhat uneasy 
laughter. II was evident that no 
one was quite ready to take Dr. 
Simpson seriously. It just didn’t 
make sense. And one of Mr. 
Vane's embarrassing questions 
still hovered over the assembly. 
How could the city spend public 
funds to support a private in¬ 
stitution, and who owns the 
books bought with everybody’s 
taxes? When the meeting ad¬ 
journed, this question and a lot 
of others were still hovering. 

The NEWS then called Miss 
Martha C. Pritchard, secretary 
of the Library Board who sug¬ 
gested the whole affair was a 
tempest in a tea-pot. She said 
the situation had been aired 
many times in the past, that 
there was no mystery about 
it, but she supposed “each gen¬ 
eration must re-discover the 
history of the City for itself." 
Miss Pritchard slated lhat her 
files show that.legal transfer of 
the library to Hie city was pro¬ 
posed in 1910, and again in 1941, 
hui each time was prevented by 
technical obstacles in Ibe trust 
established by Mrs. Ft. E. Ross in 
1886, when she gave $2000 for 
land and library building to he 
maintained by 40 residents who 
collectively formed the Library 
Corporation. This trust provides 
that Hie building can be only 
used for library purposes, or if 
sold, the money obtained must 
be user! for library purposes. This 
second provision. Miss Pritehard 
believes, will allow sale of the 
present building when the now 
now authorized, is built.

The Sierra Madre Library, now operated by the City, should 
be put under the jurisdiction ot Los Angeles County, Coun¬ 
cilman Herman Barter said Tuesday night at the bi-month¬ 
ly meeting of the City Council. 

Citing figures indicating that county operation would re¬ 
duce library cost by more than halt. Councilman Barter 
said he also thought "a much more satisfactory library 
service" would result and T believe that joining with the 
county library system will be to the advantage of Sierra 
Madre in every respect." 

Councilman Barter's remarks came alter reading a letter 
from the County Librarian which tollows: 

1. —What is the County Public Library tax rate? 

Seven cents has become the established rale for the County 
Public Library. 

2. —How can Sierra Madre become a branch, (a) through con¬ 

tract, or (b) through county rate? 

la) A contract can be drawn up which will cover specific 
services to be rendered and a definite book stock to be 
maintained. For example, il can be agreed that the Coun¬ 
ty public Library will keep on band at .Sierra Madre 5000 
volumes at all limes; Ibal shipments will be made on 
weekly express deliveries; and that withdrawals will be 
made from lime to time of books that have served their 
purpose in the community. Personnel can be covered in a 
contract and provision made for services to children. Under 
Ibis arrangement the contract would have to be drawn up 
each year and service and book stock would be controlled 
by the terms stipulated in the agreement. A sample eon

FOLKS OF SIERRA MADRE! It 
is time that we have a heart-to- 
heart chat. We might name it a 
‘Fire-Fighter’s Chat." We have 
hoen very fortunate in not hav¬ 
ing many fire calls to districts 
of narrow streets. It appears that 
the attraction of a fire not only 
includes youngsters, but adults 
as well, anil when the fire alarm 
sounds, these certain folks who 
arc attracted, all try to get to 
the fire before the fire fighters 
or Hie neighbors. We MUST do 
something about this iiofoTC 
tragedy or holocaust catches up 
with us. The problem is a big 
one that can be deciphered if a 
few suggestions will be followed. 
The FIRE FIGHTERS ask that 
you DO NOT follow the fire 
I rucks, or even get near to the 
fire with your cars. The reasons 
for this arc many: In some in¬ 
stances it makes lire fighting 
most difficult, and in other cases, 
the streets are blocked, which is 
a real danger. Our canyon dis- 
Iriel has very narrow streets and 
while there is not really much 
more danger of fire there than 
in many other sections of the 
city, there is that danger of 
blocking the road lo a complete 
"tie-up.” The natural traffic in 
this particular section is suffi¬ 
cient lo cause trouble and there¬ 
by we urge those who are “fire- 
lurious” to refrain from entering 
this section when the fire trucks 
are failed there. So urgent is 
this request and so dangerous is 
the condition when cars follow 
the fire trucks, that citations will 
he issued to ears found illegally 
in the district of a fire in the 
future. 

If you are a resident of the 
canyon and a fire occurs there, 
we ask that you do your utmost 
to keep ttie narrow streets clear 
of traffic in order that the fire 
trucks can travel either way. DO 
NOT .jump into your car in 
search of the fire. If you are in 
your car, keep to the rigid of the 
road and if necessary to park, by 
all means park off the street. It 
is so very very easy to form a

Even if we did not have an 
Ordinance in (lie City of Sierra 
Madre forbidding following a 
fire truck, the California State 
Vehicle Code says this in section 
531 ;2—"No motoT vehicle, except 
an authorized emergency vehicle 
or a vehicle of a duly authorized 
member of a fire department, 
shall follow within 300 feet any 
vehicle of a fire department 
which is responding to an emer¬ 
gency or fire call." 

As has been proven many 
times, it is not the desire of 
lit tier the fire fighters nor the 
police to impress people with a 
display of authority, but if sug¬ 
gestions of safety will not suf¬ 
fice to aid us in our battle 
against hazards, then the law's 
will have to be tried for power. 
By all means we Just must find 
some way to keep the narrow 
roads from becoming blocked. 
We earnestly ask the aid of our 
people. Remember, our past co¬ 
operation has paid us well. Let’s 
not wait for that tragedy to oc¬ 
cur. Let’s prevent it. It’s .just 
too bad that prevention in many 
things is not better recognized 
and acknowledged. Your car has 
no business within a block of a 
fire and it may he embarrassing 
to explain how.' you got in there. 
Keep it away! 

Well, the fire drill and meet¬ 
ing was natural last Fri. There 
were more laughs than growls 
and Joe Grippl’s "Cuss Can" 
fared well. Bill Estes was there 
and despite that he was forced 
(for business reasons) to give up 
It is membership, he came all the 
way buck from near Lancaster 
to pay us a visit.
